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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains: 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -2, 5-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goldie (US 6,824,160 B2) in view of Kirk (US 2,744,762). 

Goldie discloses in fig. 7 a device for servicing vehicles having tires or a method of 
removing a tire, the device comprising: 

a jack for inserting under the tire, the fork having a first working end and a second end; 
a handle (54) having a first end mounted to the second end of the jack and a second 
free end; an axle (30) mounted to the jack; a first wheel (44a) and a second wheel 
(44b) rotatably mounted on the axle; a spring constituted by assembly (12a, 28) having 
a first end mounted to the axle (30) and a second end; a third wheel (22a) mounted to 
the second end of the spring. 

Goldie teaches all of the features as listed above but does not disclose a fork 
comprising first second and a third segment. The general concept of providing a fork 
comprising first second and a third segment to a lifting device is well known in the art as 
illustrated by Kirk which discloses the teaching of a fork comprising first second and a 
third segment in a lifting device. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to modify Goldie to include the use a fork comprising 
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first second and a third segment in his advantageous device for servicing vehicles as 
taught by Kirk in order to provide a device requiring only a relatively small degree of 
physical effort for lifting and moving heavy bulky articles such a tire as discloses in col 
1, lines 28-31. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Cook, Salvicci, Sr are cited to show a related lifting device comprising a third wheel 
coupled to the axle by spring. 

Kielinski, Bigham and Sloan et al are cited to show related lifting devices comprising a 
fork.
